This  book  documents,  through  photographs  and  words,  the  changing  world  of 
manual  labor  in  late  twentieth-century  New  England.  In  addition  to  depicting 
the  physical  environment  in  which  industrial  production  occurs,  the  volume 
gives  visibility  and  voice  to  the  workers  themselves — the  women  and  men  whose 


lives  have  been  affected  most  directly 
by  recent  social  and  economic 
transformations.  Although  the  focus 
is  on  New  England,  the  issues 
addressed  are  relevant  to  the  United 
States  as  a  whole. 

The  Changing  Landscape  of  Labor 
features  more  than  fifty  black-and- 
white  photographs  contrasting  the 
work  environments  of  such  tradi- 
tional industries  as  paper  and  textile 
mills,  foundries,  and  shipyards  with 
such  newer,  high-technology  indus- 
tries as  computer  manufacturing  and 
aircraft  production.  Accompanying 
these  images  are  excerpts  from 
interviews  with  workers.  Essays  on 
the  process  of  deindustrialization  and 
the  tradition  of  documentary 
photography  place  the  photographs 
and  personal  testimony  in  a  broader 
historical  and  cultural  context. 

By  putting  a  human  face  on  a 
process  too  often  described  in 
impersonal  and  abstract  terms,  The 
Changing  Landscape  of  Labor 
reveals  some  of  the  less  quantifiable 
consequences  of  the  profound  forces 
reshaping  the  American  workplace.

The  decade  of  Sandinista  rule  in 
Nicaragua  inspired  many  North 
Americans  to  participate  in  that 
embattled  country's  transformation, 
including  the  author  of  this  moving 
and  informative  book.  John  Brent- 
linger made  six  trips  in  seven  years  to 
Nicaragua,  most  recently  in  1991— 
92,  a  year  after  the  electoral  defeat  of 
the  Sandinista  Party.  In  this  volume, 
he  combines  the  insights  of  a  phi- 
losopher with  the  reportage  of  a 
participant-observer  to  create  a 
portrait  of  a  society  in  struggle.  His 
account  looks  back  on  the  Sandinista 
revolution  less  as  an  economic  and 
political  phenomenon  than  as  a 
human  struggle  for  self-realization. 


The  book  alternates  between 
journal  and  essay  chapters,  weaving 
descriptions  of  personal  experiences 
together  with  interviews  and  analy- 
sis. Whether  telling  the  story  of  the 
last  day  of  a  young  teacher's  life, 
describing  new  forms  of  poetry  and 
art,  examining  representations  of 
Nicaragua  in  the  U.S.  media,  or  dis- 
cussing the  government's  successes 
and  failures,  Brentlinger  vividly  cap- 
tures the  spirit  and  enduring  signifi- 
cance of  the  Sandinista  revolution.

In  March  1991,  Hugh  Callaghan  and 
the  other  men  known  as  "the  Bir- 
mingham Six"  were  released  from 
custody  after  spending  sixteen  years 
in  British  jails  as  the  result  of  an 
appalling  miscarriage  of  justice.  Cruel

This  book  offers  a  series  of  probing 
reflections  on  issues  at  the  heart  of 
recent  debates  in  philosophy,  literary 
theory,  and  intellectual  history.  In 
ten  powerfully  articulated  essays, 
Richard  Wolin  calls  into  question  the 
implied  radicalism  of  the  so-called 
postmodern  turn,  exposes  the 
unstated  agenda  of  neoconservative 
cultural  theory,  and  provides  a  major 
reinterpretation  of  Walter  Benjamin's 
place  in  contemporary  cultural 
studies. 

At  the  center  of  the  book  lie  the 
peculiar  and  troubling  affinities 
between  two  groups  of  cultural 
critics  usually  seen  as  antithetical: 
the  radical  conservative  thinkers  of 
Germany's  Weimar  Republic — 
Schmitt,  Jiinger,  and  Spengler — and 
the  French  poststructuralists  who 
came  to  prominence  in  the  aftermath 
of  the  May  1968  uprising — Lacan, 
Foucault,  and  Derrida.  According  to 
Wolin,  what  these  intellectuals  have 
in  common  is  a  forceful  critique  of 
democratic  civic  culture,  a  discon- 
certing convergence  of  right-  and 
left-wing  theory  that  finds  its 
mediating  link  in  the  social  thought 
of  Heidegger. 

Wolin  concludes  the  volume  with 
a  cogent  reappraisal  of  "antihuman- 
ism"  as  a  leitmotif  of  postwar  French 
intellectual  culture,  along  with  a 
reassessment  of  the  "de  Man  affair" 
and  its  implications  for  the  post- 
structuralist  interpretation  of 
fascism.

The  cultural  phenomenon  known  as 
"decadence"  has  often  been  viewed 
as  an  ephemeral  artistic  vogue  that 
flourished  briefly  in  late  nineteenth- 
and  early  twentieth-century  Europe. 
This  study  makes  the  case  for 
decadence  as  a  literary  movement  in 
its  own  right,  based  on  a  set  of 
aesthetic  principles  that  formed  a 
transitional  link  between  romanti- 
cism and  modernism. 

Understood  in  this  developmental 
context,  decadence  represents  the 
aesthetic  substratum  of  a  wide  range 
of  fin-de-siecle  literary  schools, 
including  naturalism,  realism, 
Parnassianism,  aestheticism,  and 
symbolism.  As  an  impulse  toward 
modernism,  it  prefigures  the  the- 
matic, structural,  and  stylistic 
concerns  of  later  literature. 


David  Weir  demonstrates  his 
thesis  by  analyzing  a  number  of 
French,  English,  Italian,  and  Ameri- 
can novels,  each  associated  with 
some  specific  decadent  literary 
tendency.  For  example,  he  uses 
Flaubert's  Salammbo,  the  Goncourts' 
Germinie  Lacerteux,  and  Walter 
Pater's  Marius  the  Epicurean  to 
explore  the  affiliations  between 
decadence  and  romanticism,  natural- 
ism, and  aestheticism,  respectively. 
This  approach  allows  Weir  to  clarify 
the  multiple  meanings  of  decadence 
and  to  challenge  certain  longstanding 
misconceptions,  such  as  the  notion  of 
decadence  as  a  mannered  and 
inferior  form  of  high  culture. 


The  book  concludes  by  arguing 
that  the  decadent  sensibility  persists 
in  popular  culture  and  contemporary 
theory,  with  multiculturalism  and 
postmodernism  representing  its  most 
current  manifestations.

American  Homosexual 
Literature,  1900-1913 
James  Gifford 

Gay  studies  scholars  often  seem  to 
suggest  that  the  figure  of  the  modern 
homosexual  leapt  fully  formed  out  of 
the  Oscar  Wilde  trials  of  1895.  This 
book  corrects  that  simplistic  view  by 
uncovering  a  multiplicity  of  images 
of  homosexuality  in  long  overlooked 
works  of  early  twentieth-century 
American  literature. 

Excluded  from  the  literary  hege- 
mony of  the  white,  middle-class, 
heterosexual  author,  the  writers  who 
participated  in  this  "secret  renais- 
sance," as  James  Gifford  terms  it, 
constructed  a  new  set  of  discourses 
that  spoke  to  their  own  experiences. 
Gifford  looks  closely  at  these 
writings,  drawing  on  a  cross- 
spectrum  of  traditional  and  nontradi- 
tional  texts  to  establish  the  meanings 
of  homosexuality  as  then  understood 
by  homosexuals.  In  contrast  to  the 
pathological  model  put  forth  by  the 
medical  establishment,  they  created 
their  own  paradigms,  often  in 
juxtaposition  to  one  another:  the 
Natural  and  the  Unnatural,  the 
Domestic  and  the  Alien,  the  Athlete 
and  the  Aesthete. 

Gifford  examines  canonical  gay- 
inflected  writers  such  as  Henry 
James,  Gertrude  Atherton,  and  Willa 
Cather,  as  well  as  lesser  known 
authors  such  as  Edward  Prime- 
Stevenson  (Imre:  A  Memorandum; 
The  Intersexes),  George  Sylvester 
Viereck  {The  House  of  the  Vampire), 
Claude  Hartland  (The  Story  of  a 
Life),  Howard  Overing  Sturgis 
(Belchamber),  and  Shirley  Everton 
Johnson  (The  Cult  of  the  Purple 


Rose).  He  concludes  by  arguing  that 
similarly  conflicting  models  of 
gayness,  for  all  their  inadequacy, 
persist  to  the  present  day.

This  illuminating  study  makes  the 
case  for  a  tradition  of  African 
American  detective  fiction — novels 
written  by  black  Americans  about 
black  detectives  and  incorporating 
distinctly  African  American  tropes 
and  themes.  Beginning  with  Pauline 
Hopkins  in  1901,  black  authors 
consciously  altered  and  subverted  the 
formulas  of  detective  fiction  in 
significant  ways.  Such  writers  as 
J.  E.  Bruce,  Rudolph  Fisher,  Chester 
Himes,  Ishmael  Reed,  and  Clarence 
Major  created  a  new  genre  that 
responded  to  the  social  and  political 
concerns  of  the  black  community. 

Examining  the  work  of  these 
authors,  Stephen  Soitos  frames  his 
analysis  in  terms  of  four  uniquely 
African  American  tropes:  altered 
detective  personas,  double-conscious- 
ness detection,  black  vernaculars, 
and  hoodoo.  He  argues  that  black 
writers  created  sleuths  who  were  in 
fact  "blues  detectives,"  engaged  not 
only  in  solving  crimes,  but  also  in 
exploring  the  mysteries  of  black  life 
and  culture. 


Soitos  grounds  his  study  in  African 
American  literary  theory,  particularly 
the  work  of  Houston  Baker,  Bernard 
Bell,  and  Henry  Louis  Gates,  Jr.  He 
offers  both  a  new  way  of  conceiving 
black  detective  fiction  and  a  series  of 
insightful  readings  of  books  in  this 
genre.

This  book  seeks  to  reformulate  the 
canon  of  writings  on  what  is  called 
"the  Viet  Nam  War"  in  America  and 
"the  American  War"  in  Viet  Nam. 
Until  recently,  the  accepted  canon 
has  consisted  almost  exclusively  of 
American  white  male  combat 
narratives,  which  often  reflect  and 
perpetuate  Asian  stereotypes. 
Christopher  introduces  material  that 
displays  a  bicultural  perspective, 
including  works  by  Vietnamese  exile 
writers  and  by  lesser-known  Euro- 
Americans  who  attempt  to  bridge  the 
cultural  gap. 

Christopher  traces  the  history  of 
American  stereotyping  of  Asians  and 
shows  how  Euro-American  ethnocen- 
tricity  has  limited  most  American 
authors'  ability  to  represent  fairly  the 
Vietnamese  in  their  stories.  By  giving 
us  access  to  Vietnamese  representa- 
tions of  the  war,  she  creates  a 
context  for  understanding  the  way 
the  war  was  experienced  from  the 
"other"  side,  and  she  offers  percep- 
tive, well-documented  analyses  of 
how  and  why  Americans  have  so 
emphatically  excised  the  Vietnamese 
from  narratives  about  a  war  fought 
in  their  own  country.
